Foundation 
for Science 
SetUp 


Washington, May 10 —(/P)— Pres- 


ident Truman today signed a bill 
setting up 
a 
national 
science 


foundation to promote progress in 
science as a national policy. 


He said the establishment of the 


foundation "is a major 
landmark 


in the history of science in 
the 


United States." 


In a 600-word statement issued 


from his Western tour he said sci- 
entific knowledge is "indispenable 
to our continued growth, prosperi- 
ty and security." 


He added it was not enough for 


the U. S. to keep abreast of the rest 
of the world, "we must maintain 
our leadership." 


"We have come to know that oui 


ability to survive and grow as a 
nation depends to a very l a r g e 
degree upon our scientific 
prog- 
ress." 


The legislation provides 
for 
a 


24-member board to supervise tho 
letting of research contracts anc 
the awarding of fellowships 
nnc 


scholarshiis. The operating head 
of the foundation will be a $15, 
000-a-year director to be appointee 
by the President. 


The foundation is to cooperate 


with the defense department anc 
the atomic energy commission. 


For the first year, the bill author 


izes a $500,000 appropriation 
foi 


the foundation's work, with $15, 
000,000 annuall 
thereafter. 
How 


ever, separate legislation actuallj 
providing the money is necessary 


Before sending the bill to 
the 


White House, congress struck ou 
a controversial p r o v i s i o n tha 
would have required the FBI t< 
pass judgment on the loyalty 
o 


persons employed by the founda 
tion or receiving scholarships. Th 
FBI will continue to make factua 
reports on the background of sucl 
persons but will not be requue, 
to evaluate the reports

trees. Four Nebraska City persons 
lost their lives when their car was 
swept from a highway near Au- 
burn by floodwaters. 


The flooding Red river, border-

Butte, Mont. — (./P) — You have 


to be careful about shaking hands 
with dear old ladies in this town. 


They may crusn your fingers. 
How do they get such a power- 


ful grip; Working the lever on slot 
machines. 
, There is a kind of closed sea- 
son at present on the more open 
orms of gambling in Montana. But 
the slot machines click 
merrily 


on. 
They make so much noise 


they drown out 
the 
juke boxes 


which is a kind of blessing. 


Nothing so 
typifies the 
"easy 


;ome, easy go" philosophy of this 
'rontier 
mining camp than its 


fondness for slot machines. 


There are about 50 churches in 


Butte and its 
environs, 180 sa- 


oons, and a minimum of 750 slot 
machines to serve a population of 
50,000. That means there is a slot 
machine for every 60 people. 


They are popular with all types.

chines, yoit may 
see a wealthy 


businessman, a young housewife, a 
dear old lady with a muffler over 
her head, and a 
bar 
fly — all 


lined up democratically 
together 


seeking the slusive jackpot. 


It is a silent and not very so- 


cial pastime. The players rarsly 
say a word to one another, 
but 


stare 
intently 
at 
the whirling 


wheels with a glazed look. Occa- 
sionally an angry player, his coins 
gone, will kick a machine, or shake 
it vigorously. The machine doesn't 
kick back — but it doesn't cough 
up any dough either. 


There are machines to take tiverv 


coin minted by Uncle Sam except 
a. penny — from a nickel to a ail* 
ver dollar. , 


"I watched one old lady put a 


thousand dollars in the buck ma- 
chine," said a bartender, "It took 
her three days to lose it all — and 
she was all worn out." 


Some bartenders 
have 
a c»s- 


,om of serving free drinks to cus- 
omers as long as they ar0 keep- 
ng a slot machine busy. It's good 
justness. 


Under Montana law the slot ma- 


chines are legal only in fraternal, 
jenevolent or non-profit, organlza- 
ions. To get around this every 
saloon puts a sign over its bat- 
ery of one-armed bandits such a 
this: 
"Thanatopsis 
club — io? 


members only." But anyone caij 
walk in and play them, no m»t- 
;er whether he can even pronounce 
thanatopsis.

Issue to Hit

Washington, May 10 —(f?} —The 


FEPC bill is one of the 
hosttest 


ever laid in the lap of congress. It 
generates so much heat, among 
its friends arid foes, that the argu- 
ments sometimes get overlooked. 


This story will atempt to 
out 


line the arguments oh both sides, 
as taken from 
statements 
made 


by senators who 
examined 
the 


idea of an FEPC. But first a word 
about the FEPC bill. The bill 
in the senate, if it 
became 


jwould:- 
•:, 


1. Make it unlawul or an em- 


ployer to discriminate against—rt- 
fuse to hire — a job-seeker 
be- 


cause of his race, color, 
or re"- 
ligion. 
. . . 
. i 


2. And create an FEPC — a fiver 
man board called the fair employ- 
nrient practices cbmrhissioh—to see 
;hat the law was carried out. This 
3oard would have power to order 
an employer to obey it. 


(The 
house passed a bill which, 


while its announced aim is the 
same, wouldn't give 
the 
FEPC 


to order, a boss to do any- 


thing. Those who want a stronger 
sill, like the one in the 
senate, 


condemn the house-passed bill as 
a measure without teeth.) 


Ten states now have laws, 
of 


one kind or another, against 
dis- 


crimination toward job-s e e k e r s. 
Some have teeth, some don't. The 
10 states are New York, New Jer- 
sey, Massachusetts, R h o d e Is- 
land, Wisconsin, 
Indiana, Wash- 


ington, New Mexico, Oregon, Con- 
necticut. 


Here are some of the arguments 


of those fighting the senate bill: 


It would destroy 
the right to 


an employer to choose his own em- 
ployes, thus destroying his 
free- 


dom to hire; the1 employer;; would 
be "bedeviled" in every move ho 
made, hiring, firing, promoting; if 
would be universally disregarded 
anyway* and that would breed con- 
tempt or all laws; it is presented 
chiefly as a bid or votes; it would 
create antagonism among workers 
and lead to riots and 
disorders; 


it would lead to regimentation; it 
would subject a 
great 
part of 


American industry to the "whims, 
prejudices and caprices 
of bu- 


reaucracy"; such a bill can't be 
forced on the people of any state 
until they're ready 
for 
it, 
and 


many states are not ready now; a 
number of states are making pi-ug- 
ress toward ending discrimination 
through voluntary m e a n s^ but 
this bill would destroy that. "And, 
furthermore, some 
opponents 
of 


the senate bill say it's Commu- 
nist-inspired. 


Friends of the bill say: 
It would close the gap between 


what we preach about democracy 
and how we actually practice 
it; 


raise the prestige of the 
United 


States around the world; help lae

Control of Indo China Means 
Much in Asia and U. S. Is 
Ready to Provide Arms

One of the most i m p o rtant 


(and-delicate) problems for solu- 
tion in U. S. Secretary 
of State 


Acheson's conferences in P a r i s 
jfith French Foreign M i n i s !. c r 
Schuman, has involved 
France's 


request for aid in fighting commu- 
nism in French Indochina — and 
Acheson already has provided at 
least a partial answer. 


The secretary announced yester- 


day at the end of his first day's 
conference with S c h u m a n that 
American military and economic 
aid will be sent to French Indo- 
china immediately. The bulk of 
$75,000,000 already appropriated by 
congress to combat communism in 
the Far East will go to Indochina. 


Diplomatic sources in Paris say 


that in return for this aid America 
wanted, and received, a guarantee 
of greater independence for Indo- 
china. Schuman promised t h a t 
''commonwealth relations" 
would 


be established. 


Such an American qualification 


had been expected. The writing on 
the wall for all to see is that im- 
perialism in Asia is dead. The big 
question has been whether France 
was prepared to accept that ver- 
dict. 


In short, was Paris ready 
to 


grant Indochina greater independ- 
ence. Or were our French friends 
asking us to help them maintain 
their empire. Uncle Sam is making 
it clear that, ;SO'far as he is con- 
cerned, impenalRsm 
is out, al- 


though he has 'Ho.objection to do 


minion status for former depend- 
encies. 


But why "all this bother about 


tndochina? What is it's impor- 
;ance to the western world? 


Well, Indochina is the Aladdin's 


lamp which might open 
up 
the 


riches of all southeast Asia to the 
Communists. 


In other words it is 
a highly 


strategic area. This is 
true not 


only in the military sense but from 
.he standpoint of natural resources 
and food supplies for an a l w a y s 
hungry part of the globe. 


There is no doubt that Indochina 


is in grave danger from the Com- 
munists. If they succeed in gain- 
ing control there they 
fall 
heir 


'.o a great wealth of rice and other 
foodstuffs, as well as minerals and 
rubber. By the same 
token 
the 


Western world loses an invaluable 
military base and a storehouse of 
resources. 


Control of Indochina would be a 


godsend to the communist govern- 
ment in China. One of the Peiping 
regime's gravest dangers rests ,in 
its inability to meet the 
call of 


China's millions for food, especial- 
ly with a disastrous famine sweep- 
ing the great Yangtze valley and 
threatening the lives of some 20,- 
000,000 people, 
many 
of whom 


now are reportedly subsisting on 
grass roots and bark. 


But that's not the whole 
story. 


With Indochina in their hands, the 
Communists would be in 
mucn 


better position to take over other 
neighboring countries. 


There is Thailand (Siam), Burma 


(one 
of the biggest rice producing 


countries), and the Malay peningu- 
la. All these will be in grave dan- .' 
ger if Indochina falls.
